Development Accorded 


Planners’ Approval

The Planning Board has unanimously 
approved developer Yvon Cormier’s mod- 
ified plan for one 39-acre section of his 
360-acre Andover Country Club devel- 
opment and with their approval, the plan- 
ners noted that they would like Cormier 
to construct sidewalks along Beacon 
Street, from that subdivision section to 
the intersection of Lowell Street. 

As a condition of their approval of the 
definitive plan for section four, the plan- 
ners Tuesday night said they would re- 
quire the developer to build 1,700 feet of 
sidewalks along Beacon Street, outside 
the subdivision section, instead. 

Section four, with 38 house lots and 12 
acres of open space, will be located at the 
end of Canterbury Street and bounded by 
Route 495 and Beacon Street. The plan- 
ners last month approved a special per- 
mit for regrading the section where the 
developer will relocate three fairways on 
the country club golf course. They have a 
December 26 deadline for approving a 
special permit to cluster for the section. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw told the 
developer’s representatives she would be 
willing to waive the requirement for 
sidewalks within the subdividion, if the 
developer was willing to build sidewalks 
along one side of Beacon Street. 

Noting that children who will live in 
the subdivision section will have to walk 
down Beacon Street to West Elementary 
School, Bradshaw said, “It would be ex- 
tremely hazardous for children to cross 
Beacon Street at Chandler Road” on their 
way to school. 

Atty. Phillip Sullivan and engineer 
Arthur Fosse, representing Cormier, said 
they would discuss the plan with Cormier 
and then meet with Community Devel- 
opment and Planning Director Jonathan 
Gilmore to discuss the idea. Gilmore said 
the planning board wanted ‘assurances 
that sidewalks will be provided where 
necessary — and the ball’s in your court.” 

The engineer told the board, “I think 
something can be probably worked out.” 

Among 12 other conditions on the 
board’s approval of the definitive plan for 
section four: the developer will be re- 
quired to prevent new homeowners in the 
section from using Canterbury Street to 


reach their stree; all traffic will be di- 
rected to Beacon Street. And during con- 
struction, the developer is to protect trees 
and shrubs on the site, especially those 
along exiting and proposed property lines 

Earlier Tuesday night, traffic consul- 
tant Dermott Kelly of Vanasse/Hangen 
Associates, Boston, described the results 
of a traffic study of the country club 
development that he recently completed 
for the town. 

According to Kelly, section four —and 
the entire 315-lot country club devel- 
opment will not create traffic prob- 
lems along Lowell and Beacon Streets 

“Lowell and Beacon have sufficient 
capacity to handle the amount of traffic 
that will be generated” by the subdivision, 
Kelly said. “The volume from the housing 
will not be enough to create any adverse 
impacts or problems.” 

The consultatn said he had studied 
existing traffic conditions along Lowell 
Street and Beacon Street and at the 
intersections of Lowell at Beacon, Lowell 
at Canterbury Street, and Beacon at 
Chandler Road, near section four. 

Kelly said he found that 10,000 vehi- 
cles per day travel Lowell Street, 900 
during peak morning and afternoon hours 
and 2,000 vehicles per day travel Beacon 
Street with 220 to 250 during peak hours 
The new homes in section four would 
generate an additional 200 vehicles per 
day along Lowell Street and 130 a day 
along Beacon Street and would cause “no 
particular problems,” he said 

The study assumed the section would 
be developed by 1984 and the entire 
development would be completed by 
1989, Kelly said; it also assumed a two

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Groups To Examine 


Child Care Needs 


The Department of Community 
Services and the Mother Connec- 
tions Working Issues Group are 
organizing three committees to 
examine child care needs for 
working parents 

One group will look into pre 
school-age child care needs and 
work toward implementing serv 
ices not currently provided and 
increasing those for which there 
are minimal provisions (i.e. in- 
fant/toddler child care, extended 
hours for preschool care) 

The second committee will de- 
velop and set criteria for school- 
age child care. This includes ex- 
amining the kindergarten split day 
dilemma, morning and _ after- 
school care for elementary-age 
children and meeting needs of par- 
ents with older elementary chil 
dren. Many of these 9 and 10 year 


old are not only latch-key children, 
but are responsible for caring for 
younger siblings alone at home. 

The third committee will work 
on developing a survey to assess 
needs for early childhood care in 
Andover. One goal is to get a more 
accurate picture of the number of 
dual working-parent families and 
single-parent families and how 
they are meeting their child-care 
needs 

The committees will begin 
meeting in early January. Mem- 
bers are being sought for all three 
committee which will begin meet- 
ing in early January. Anyone in- 
terested should contact the 
Department of Community Serv- 
ices and indicate which committee 
they would like to serve on. De- 
tails on meeting and times will be 
set in December

New Policy 
. Suggested 


A parent concerned about the problem 
of missing children has suggested a new 
aspect of the schools’ attendance policy 
that could help save important hours in 
locating a hurt or missing child. 

George Moran, a Planning Board 
member, last Tuesday night asked the 
School Committee to consider a new 
policy that would have parents call 
schools to report when their children are 
staying home sick. And if children fail to 
arrive at school and no word has come 
from home, the schools would call paren- 
ts to find out if children are indeed at 
home. 

This practice would save several 
hours when parents might assume a miss- 
ing child was safely at school, while 
school officials assumed the child was at 
home, Moran said. 

Committee members indicated that 
the idea was a good one, but wondered 
how effectively it could be implemented: 
They noted that during flu season, for 
example, parents might have trouble get- 
ting calls through to school offices. 

Chairman Richard Neal asked the 
superintendent to review the suggestion 
with school principals, and return with a 
report on its feasibility.

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Archaeologist To Give Lecture To Historians : 


Black Lucy’s Garden, Camp Maud Eat- 
on and Turtle Mound will be the focus of 
a members’ lecture by archaeologist Eu- 
gene Winter on Thursday, Nov. 17, at 8 
p.m. at the Andover Historical Society, 97 
Main St. 

Black Lucy’s Garden was tested in 
1943 by Ripley Bullen and written up for 
the R.S. Peabody Foundation in Andover 
in 1978. It is the site of a small house 
occupied by a freed Black slave, Lucy 
Foster, who lived near Woburn Street, 
Andover, during the late 18th and mid- 
19th centuries. Her story and that of the 
archaeological dig are ones seldom inves- 
tigated or written up by historians or 
prehistorians. 

The Maud Eaton site is located along 
Pomp’s Pond and represents a late Indian 
site also tested by Bullen in the 1940s. 

Finally, Winter will offer two con- 
trasting conclusions based on data gath- 
ered from a 1951 excavation of Turtle 
Mound near Haggett’s Pond. This site, 
first studied by Frank Glynn, is a free 
form stone structure originally thought to 
be a burial site or “effigy mound.” 

Throughout his lecture Winter will 
indicate how the fields of history and 
archaealogy are interrelated, how both 


artifacts and historical documents are 
needed to complete a picture of the past. 
This lecture is a part of a series 
offered to members of the Andover His- 
torical Society and their guests. While this 
local history museum and library offers 
numerous public programs and services, 
it nevertheless relies heavily upon the 
financial and volunteer support of its 
membership. Membership dues are ap- 
plied directly toward the general operat- 
ing budget of the Andover Historical 
Society. In return, members receive the 
satisfaction of supporting an institution 
dedicated to local service. They receive a 


quarterly local history newsletter, invita- 
tions to eight special lectures or open 
house events and notification of all mu- 
seum or library programs, both public 
and membership. All persons interested in 
local history, antiques, collectibles or 
support of local services are welcome to 
join the Andover Historical Society, a 
non-profit organization open to both 
members and public. For information on 
open hours, exhibitions, tours, special 
events and membership, call the society 
office, open Monday through Friday from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m

Anrevin Towasaasn 
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Asst. Supt. Mitsakos Leaving; 
Position Won't Be Filled 


Assistant School Superintendent 
Charles L. Mitsakos will leave the Andov- 
er school department at the end of this 
year to become superintendent of schools 
in Winchester starting Jan. 3. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert said 
yesterday the assistant superintendent’s 
position would not immediately be filled, 
and that discussion of steps to fill the 
position would be “premature” at this 
time. One of the assistant superinten- 
dent’s major responsibilities is curric- 
ulum development and supervision. 

Mitsaksos was appointed to the assis- 
tant superintendent’s position in April 
1978. Before coming to Andover, he was a 
social studies coordinator consultant for 
the Chelmsford school system. A graduate 
of the University of Lowell, he has also 
taught social studies and served as a 
social studies curriculum specialist in 
Lexington; and as a staff member and 
lecturer at the University of North Caroli- 
na at Greensboro, Boston University, 
Fitchburg State College and Brandeis 
University, among other institutions. 

Mitsaksos said yesterday that serving 
in Andover has been “a stimulating expe- 
rience, what with the tax cap, Proposition 


2 1/2, and two school closings.’’ 

He cited the development of-a number 
of programs during his years in Andover, 
including the secondary school building 
program, “long-term approaches to aca- 
demic programs, and educational comput- 
ing, which will bring Andover into the 
future.” 

The assistant superintendent said he 
has also enjoyed the cooperation between 
the schools and other community organi- 
zations, such as ABC and the Andover 
Historical Society, which helped develop a 
local history program in the schools. 
Mitsakos also praised the “general sup- 
port and commitment” between the 
school department and Board of Select- 
men, and all of Andover’s boards and 
committees. 

“I'm appreciative of the opportunity 
for growth I've had here, and my associa- 
tion with Superintendent Seifert, who is 
an exceptional individual and a positive 
role model,” Mitsakos said. 

He added that he looks forward to 
“facing challenges” in Winchester’s 
schools similar to those in Andover, in- 
cluding declining enrollments and budget 
cutbacks.

Preliminary Plans Approved 
For River Road Office Park 


The Planning Board has approved pre- 
liminary plans for Riverside Park, a 32- 
eacre research and development office 
park off River Road, proposed for a site 
adjacent to the Greater Lawrence Re- 
gional Vocational Technical School. 

Community Development and Plan- 
ning Director Jonathan Gilmore Tuesday 
night told the planners he expects the 
developer, McNeil and Associates of 
Westwood, to submit definitive plans for 
the 265,000-square foot office park within 
three weeks. The developers hope to 
break ground on the project next spring, 
Gilmore said 

The site is located to the rear of 
property fronting on River Road owned 
by Russell Doyle, who will build a lumber 
yard on his property. McNeil and Asso- 
ciates plan to build five or six single-story 
buildings on their site, which is zoned 
Industrial A 

Also during this week’s meeting, the 
planners were told that traffic that would 
be generated by a 70-lot cluster subdivi- 
sion off River Road, Pleasant Street and 
Boutwell Road would probably have “no 
significant impact” on that area. 

Kenneth Petraglia, traffic consultant 
for Vanasse/Hangen Associates, Boston, 
told the board he did not expect the 
proposed Quail Crest subdivision to create 
traffic problems in the River Road-Pleas- 
ant Street area. The consultant completed 


the traffic study for the town. 

The planners approved preliminary 
plans for Quail Crest, proposed by devel- 
opers F & ID Corp. and Raven Realty 
Trust, in September. Plans for the 83-acre 
site call for a roadway looping off River 
Street, with four cul-de-sacs off that 
roadway; an eight-lot cul-de-sac off Pleas- 
ant Street; and a six-lot cul-de-sac off 
Boutwell Road 

Petraglia said he found there are an 
average of 2,400 vehicle trips per day 
along River Road in the subdivision area, 
with 200 trips during peak hours; 450 
trips along Pleasant Street, with 30 to 40 
trips at peak hours; and 500 trips along 
Boutwell Roadd, with 40 to 50 trips .at 
peak hours 

The consultant estimated that Quail 
Crest will generate a total of 500 vehicle 
trips per day for the entire subdivision, 
with 70 trips at peak hours. He concluded 
that the development will have “no signif- 
icant impact (on the area) based on traf- 
ne.” 

He recommended, however, that stop 
signs be placed at the two points where 
the new subdivision roadway will meet 
River Road; and that the treeline be 
cleared along part of Boutwell Road to 
provide better sight distances for drivers 
entering Boutwell from the new subdivi- 
sion roadway off Boutwell. 

Planning Board Chairman Margaret 


Bradshaw noted that the consultant had 
been asked to look at traffic that would 


be generated by the proposed subdivision, 
and not at general traffic conditions

WASHINGTON — There's 
an untold story behind the 
dramatic events on the Car- 
ibbean island of Grenada. It 
is the tale of two women, 
both of them fiery, left-wing 
radicals 

Their personal feud 
heiped to bring down the 
Marxist government of 
Grenada. It was a classic 
Stalinist purge that led 
Grenada’s neighbors to col- 
laborate with the United 
States in forming a Six- 
nation invasion force. 

The chain of events that 
culminated in the invasion 
may have started with a bit- 
ter battle between Prime 
Minister Maurice Bishop's 
mistress, Jacqueline Creft, 
and Deputy Prime Minister 
Bernard Coard’s wife, 
Phyllis. Intelligence sources 
say that ideological and per- 
sonal differences between 
the two women stirred up 
tension between the two 
leaders 

Bishop was a _ popular 
figure, particularly with the 


island’s youth and _ its 
women. He formed a 
‘National Institute for 


Women” and also appointed 
his mistress as the education 
minister 

Phyllis Coard was jealous 
and reportedly urged her 
husband to depose the prime 
minister. Our sources say 
she was definitely involved 
in plotting Bishop’s over- 
throw. 


Personal feud may have aided 
overthrow of Marxism on Grenada 


According to intelligence 
reports, Bishop and his mis- 
tress were last seen with 
their hands in the air as they 
were being led away by rev- 
Olutionary guards. Both 
were reportedly executed, 
though a government state- 
ment claimed the prime 
minister was shot in an 
exchange of gunfire with 
army troops 

What happened to Phyllis 
Coard and her husband? 
They were captured in a 
hideout by American sol- 
diers and taken to the USS 
Guam for interrogation. 
Pentagon spokesmen would 
not say where they will be 
taken next, but other sources 
said they would be handed 
over to the interim govern- 
ment of Grenada and even- 
tually put on trial 

The invasion of Grenada, 
meanwhile, may be an omi- 
nous sign of the direction the 
Reagan administration 
wants to take in Latin Amer- 
ica. Another ominous sign is 
a sketch that was included in 
a secret briefing paper pre- 
pared for the commission on 
Central America, headed by 
former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger 

The drawing shows Gul- 
liver tied down by Lillipu- 
tians. But the Gulliver in the 
sketch isn’t the hapless char- 
acter who was the hero of 
Jonathan Swift’s biting 18th 
century satire. This Gulliver 
represents the United States, 
and the ropes that tie the 
pitiful, helpless giant down 


are the restrictions Congress 
has put on the president and 
the Pentagon in matters of 
foreign policy. 

The ropes are identified 
as various parts of three 
laws: The War Powers Act, 
the Foreign Assistance Act 
and the Arms Export Con- 
trol Act. The drawing is 
labeled “Obstacles to Policy 
Implementation.” 

The Reagan administra- 
tion apparently wants to cut 
all these legal ropes and let 
Gulliver loose to go crashing 
around the world without 
having to bother with the 
Lilliputians on Capitol Hill. 

UNDIPLOMATIC  DIS- 
CRIMINATION II: Last 
month, we reported that the 
State Department had tried 
to hush up a sex discrimina- 
tion scandal. The depart- 
ment had settled a discrimi- 
nation suit out of court to 
avoid publicity 

As the negotiations were 
being concluded, another sex 
scandal bubbled up. This one 
involves widespread sexual 
harassment in the foreign 
service. 

A cable from the State 
Department to all U.S. diplo- 
matic posts states that “sex- 
ual harassment continues to 
be a pervasive problem.” 
The cable says that 42 per- 
cent of the women and 15 
percent of the men who 
work for the U.S. govern- 
ment have been the victims 
of some sort of sexual 
harassment. 

The cable points out that 


sexual harassment covers a 
wide range of unwelcome 
behavior. The “most severe” 
category consists of “actual 
Or attempted sexual 
assault.” “Severe” includes 
“pressure for sexual favors, 
touching, phone calls and 
letters.” ‘‘Less severe’ 
harassment means “sugges- 
tive looks or gestures, unin- 
vited sexual teasing, jokes, 
remarks or questions.” 

The State Department’s 
research shows that only 3 
percent of the diplomatic 
personnel who had been sex- 
ually harassed filed an offi- 
cial complaint 

PAPER TIGER?: With 
the invasion of Grenada, the 
United States put on a show 
of strength. But the Navy 
was ill-prepared to back it 
up 

We have seen a secret 
General Accounting Office 
report which discloses that 
naval readiness is dan- 
gerously less than it should 
be. Aircraft carriers, for 
example, are critically short 


of munitions and spare 
parts. 

The auditors report 
however, that the Navy's 


figures have been fudged so 
that forward forces can 
claim battle readiness. Our 
sources suspect the numbers 
have been doctored so that 
allocated funds can be used 
for the construction of new 
ships rather than the pur- 
chase of needed parts and 


arms.

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Warriors Surprise Dracut

There are few things in sports as satis- 
fying as knocking off an undefeated team. 

The Andover High football juggernaut 
experienced that feeling first hand last 
Sunday, doing something no one else had 
accpmplished this fall when the Golden 
Warriors stunned Dracut 23-6 on a raw 
afternoon at the Middies’ field. 

A pair of textbook touchdown passes 
from quarterback Ralph Dellatto to swift 
wide receiver Mark Grams, coupled with 
a Bob Stabile TD run and a Charlie 
Ziegenbein fieldgoal, lifted AHS to its 
third straight win and projected the War- 
riors back into the thick of the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference and Eastern 
Mass. Division II Super Bow] fights. 

Coach Dick Collins’ crew improved its 
overall record to 6-1-1, just a half-game 
behind MVC tri-leaders Dracut, Che!ms- 
ford and Methuen who all stand 7-1-0. 

Winthrop, Xaverian and the three 
clubs mentioned above are also battling 
Andover, whose chances are remote, but 
not impossible, for the Bowl berths. 

Dracut did play Sunday’s contest with- 
out star quarterback-safety Bob Marchel- 
letta, who was serving a one-game 
fighting suspension, but it’s doubtful his 
presence would have been enough to lift 
the Middies to victory 

The game was considerably closer 
than the final score indicates, with AHS 
clinging to a slim 10-6 advantage before 
erupting for two quick scores two min- 
utes apart in the early stages of the 
fourth quarter 

Dracut also a wide open pass for the 
potential go-ahead touchdown dropped at 
the AHS five-yard line late in the third 
period, but those are the fortunes of war 

The Golden Warriors’ defensive unit 
once again surrendered a lot of ground, 
159 yards rushing and 100 yards exactly 
through the air, but for the seventh 
straight game (one shutout) the defense 
produced in the clutch and held the oppo- 
sition to one touchdown or less 

All that stands between Andover and 
its best’ season since the golden Super 
Bowl years (1973-75) are two teams it 
should beat, Billerica (1-6-1) and slumping 
Central Catholic (4-4-0) 

The Indians, who whitewashed Great- 
er-Lawrence Regional 12-0 last week for 
their first victory, invade Lovely Field 
this Saturday afternoon (1:30 p.m.) in the 
final home game of 1983 

The Warriors travel to Veterans Stadi 
um to face Central on Thanksgiving 
morning, hopimg to chalk up their first 
victory over the Red Raiders in three 
years 

Collins’ Comments 
The Andover players hoisted an ex 
tremely happy Coach Collins to their 
shoulders and carried him off the field 
after the Dracut victory, and he accepted 
congratulations from all sides enroute to 
the bus 

“Naturally I’m tremendously and to- 
tally delighted,” stated Collins with a 
wide grin. “I feel badly for Dracut, being 
an undefeated team and all, but I’m 
extremely proud of our kids 

“Dracut was shorthanded, but so were 
we with Stabile, (Pete) Comeau and 
(Mike) Gibson playing hurt and John 
Barry unable to play,” continued Collins.

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against Dracut, brought the ball to the 39. 

Grams then raced behind the Middies’ 
secondary down the left sideline, snagging 
a Dellato pass at the Dracut 10 and 
cruising to paydirt untouched. 

It was Grams’ fourth TD reception of 
the year (24 points) and the fifth scoring 
strike thrown by Dellatto.

A building permit has been issued to 
Woodworth Motors Inc. for a 39 by 54- 
foot showroom on the lot at the corner of 
Haverhill and North Main streets.

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Planners Outline Format 
For Updated Master Plan 


The comprehensive plan consultant, 
working with the Community Devel- 
opment and Planning director and Andov- 
er’s new planner, has outlined the form 
the final document of the town’s updated 
comprehensive plan will take. 

Discussing the outline with the Plan- 
ning Board Tuesday night, consultant 
Ronald Curran noted that he will com- 
plete his contract with the town on Jan. 
13. Until then, he will work to complete 
as much of the planning document as 
possible with Community Development 
and Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore 
and planner Nancy Jeton. 

Gilmore said that at the planners’ next 
meeting, scheduled for Nov. 22, he would 
recommend target dates for the phases 
described in the outline. 

Also by that date, Curran said he 
would forward a final summary of the 
recommendations to members of the task 
forces that have been working on the 
plan. 

The outline will be used as a “working 
guide” to completing the comprehensive 
plan, Gilmore explained. According to the 
outline, the first part of the comprehen- 
sive plan will include a statement of 
purpose, a description of the planning 
process, and a summary of the 1965 plan 
(the town’s master plan has not been 
updated since that year). 

Part two of the planning document 
will summarize recommended goals, ob- 


jectives, priority issues and planning 
tasks for five areas studied by the task 
forces: land use, transportation and com- 
munications, schools and community 
services, public safety and health, and 
capital improvements. 

Part three will present a detailed 
profile of the town and its existing condi- 
tions, including population and housing 
characteristics, land use characteristics, 
and town government. 

Part four, the “heart” of the updated 
plan, will describe in detail the “signifi- 
cant issues”, goals and objectives, plan- 
ning tools and recommended planning 
tasks for eight areas: resource protection, 
residential development, commercial de- 
velopment, industrial development, trans- 
portation and communications, schools 
and community services, public safety 
and health, and capital improvements. 

The final section of the document will 
describe its implementation, including a 
calendar for planning tasks — such as 
holding public hearings in preparation for 
town meeting action — and a calendar 
for reassessing goals and objectives to 
keep the plan up-to-date in future years. 

The planners indicated that parts one, 
three and “at least half” of part four will 
be completed before Curran leaves. Part 
two, the summary, will be the last section 
to be drafted. Part five, implementation 
of the plan, will happen after the consul- 
tant has left, he told the planners

Secondary 
School Survey 
Underway 


A secondary school survey question- 
naire, prepared by a study committee on 
behalf of the Schoo] Committee, has been 
mailed this week to all secondary school 
parents, along with 3,000 townspeople 
chosen at random. 

The deadline for returning the survey 
was originally November 7, but has been 
extended to November 17. Results of the 
survey will be discussed publicly at 
school committee meetings. 

The four-part questionnaire asks re- 
spondents to “grade” Andover’s high 
school and two junior highs, and to indi- 
cate their feelings about problems in the 
schools (“lack of discipline’, for example, 
or “lack of student interest”) and areas 
that need to be changed. 

The survey also covers the curric- 
ulum, services, operations, annd needs in 
the secondary schools, including such 
areas as developing skills, guidance serv- 
ices, athletics and social functions avail- 
able to students. 

The final part of the survey offers 
respondants a chance to indicate where 
the secondary schools most need im- 
provement.

In his only recommendation to the 
board, the consultant said the developer 
should make sure drivers leaving the 
subdivision and exiting onto Beacon 
Street have “adequate sight distances” 
along Beacon Street. Kelly said some 
trees and bushes might have to be remov- 
ed along Beach Street to improve sight- 
lines 

Caroline Robinson of Chandler Circle 
asked why Chandler Circle was not in- 
cluded in the traffic study, calling its 
omission ‘‘a rather gross oversight 
There’s been a very large increase in 
traffic load on that street the load has 
been unacceptable since the development 
began.” 

Gilmore agreed that it was an over- 
sight, explaining that the town had not 
asked the consultant to study Chandler 
Circle. He said the planners would look at 
traffic impact on the street when the 
developer proposes definitive plans for 
future sections in the subdivision. 

The entire subdivision, to be com- 
pleted in phases, will be bounded by 

¥ Lowell, Beacon and Canterbury Streets 
and Chandler Circle
